Culture — I  oz.  for  4000  plants. 

Plant  early  in  hotbed  or  open  ground,  pro¬ 
viding  moist,  loose  or  sandy  soil.  Ground  should 
be  kept  moistened.  It  will  be  found  convenient 
to  lay  boards  of  3  or  4  inches  width  and  1  inch 
apart,  planting  seeds  between  boards.
